(nly one person in the whola catablishmont 
has escaped fever ; and wt times a fourth of 
tho sebolars were on the sick ist; but by 
the blessing of God on the unremitting cate 
of our-medical advisers all recovered. This 
fever was notcansed by any defect in the 


house in the western part of Hongkong. 
As evidence of the usual healthiness of the 
schonl, I may atate that during the eight 
years Ihave been here there hus been 
only one death, and that was in 1882. 
All our p'no-s for buardors have bev con- 
atantly file} throughout the year, and many 
applicants hal to be refused. The pro- 
posed extonsion ig most urgently needed, 
especially to provide for girls, whum we 
hinve reluctantly to refusy to udmit aa 
Boarders for want of suitable xccommoda- 
tion. During the ycur 89 boys and 6 girls, 
or in all 95 ‘childron, attended gchool ; the 
average uttondance was 63 (un incrense of 9 
percunl.) und would live been much higher 
but for the fever. 34 beys fulfilled the 
Government - requirement of 200 days” 
attendance, and were examined by H. M's 
Inspector. 32 passed 5 2 failed, “but they 
failed iv only one subject oxch. In speciul 
aubjects, 8 boys were examined in Euclid, 
4in Alvebra, 4 in Physical Geography, and 
a] passed. The Government grant wil be 
26 per cent, incre than last year. We have 
now several’ bays whd have passed all the 
GranLin-Aid examinations. They will be 
prepared for the Cambridge Local Exsmina- 
tiun, und for the Government Scholarship 
mination, when the Government sees fit
